Biplanes in Spain 


HE following is extracted from 4 
semi-official Italian source :—

beating the swiftest enemy whe, 
harassed by attacks, cannot ever 
take refuge in swift flight, and 1* 
forced to accept combat under con- 
ditions of inferiority, given the lesset 
manceuvrability of his _machine— 
combat which is almost always fate! 
to him.”
